A Gentleman who arrived yesterday eve- 
ving from Kinsale, has favoured us with the 
following particulars of the loss of two trans. 
ports, near the Old Head, off that town; one 
called the Lord Melville, and a brig, name 
us yet uaknowa, 'Phey were hastily commu- 
wicated to us late last night, and it is with the 
most heartfeit sorrow that we aanvuuce them 
to the public :— 

‘On Tueslay evening last, these two ves. 
sels were observed to be embiycd between the 
Old Head of Kinsate and the Seven Heads, the 
wind blowing a galefrom the S. E‚ They used 
every exertiuun, and adopted every expedient 
to weather the Old Head in vain 5 the peril of 
their situklion increased every moment, and 
towards dusk an account was brought to Kin. 
sale, Chat the ship would in a short time be 
on shore, and that the brig had dropped her 
anchors, in tlie hope ef riding outthe gatc, On 
the réccipt of this distressing commünicatiou, 
Collector Meade, with a decision and prompt. 
ness equally creditable to him as a public 
officer and a man of humanity, ordered an 
officer’s party of the Limerick Militia, under 
the directions of Mr. Pratt, the Port Survey. 
or, to the Old Flead, te afford every assist. 
ance and protection in their power to these 
uafortuugte vessels. Mr. Spiller Newman, 
a respectable Gentleman of Kinsale, who 
holds a revenue situation, geuerously volùn. 
teered his services, no!withstanding his lae 
bouring under indispositions and although 
the scene of the apprehended calamity was ui. 
together out ef his district, and the rauge of 
his official duty, ebeyed the call of humanity, 
and accompanied Mr, Pratt and the military 
to the Old Iead, They had to cross the fer. 
ry of Kinsale, and (hen to march five or six 
miles through by-roads to get to the place ef 
their destination. When they arrived, they: 
found that the ship- had been driven ashore 
amoug tho rocks—that, shortly after she 
strack, her boat had been launched, and 
manned with five seamen=—that two Officers 
And two Ladies, supposed to be their wives, 
&n Assistant Surgeun, a serjeaut, and his wife 
and child, had gut into her, in the hope of 
gaining the shore=mthat in a few maments she 
was struck by a wave and swamped; and me. 
lanchely to relate, every soul perished, with 
the exception of one of the seamen, whe 
reached the land scarcely alive. In a short 
time the body of one of the Ladies was wash. 
ed on shore; and, although her name was 
sufticiently indicated by some papers found 
in her pockets, we forbear to mention it for 
the present, from ebvious motives of cautivu, 
ând the possibility of mistake, All the rest”

Garrets.town, 
and where she had been driven: after parting- 
from her anchors in the night. Upon ap. 
proaching the wreck, a most benrt.rending’ 
scene of misery, desolation, and death, pre. 
Seuted itself to the view. ‘The wessel seemed” 
to be a confused mass of timber, planks, and 
baards, broken to pieces, and: intermixed 
with piles of dead bodics—=men, womeu, and 
children! Near to the wreck was a rock 
Somew hat clerated above the surface. of the 
water, and upon this were seen about 80 or 
90 peor human creatures, who had scrambled 
to it from the vessel, and were still alive, 
The people from the shore communicated to 
them, as well as they could, that their only. 
chance of safety was in remaining where they 
were until low water; but either through ime 
patience of the misery of their situstion, or 
from the icapulse of despair, near 89 of them 
plunged inte the sca, and endeavoured to gain 
the shore, but iù vain, as most of them pere 
ished in the attempt. About 50 remained 
on the roek uatil low water, and were all 
saved. We have not yet been able to learn 
the nanie of the brig; she was a transport, 
and had a’detachmeat of the 82 regiment on 
board, bound for Cork. We have had dif. 
ferent accounts of the number ef this detach. 
went; the Kinsale accounts make it verp 
considerable, and other accounts, which dee 
serve great consideration, being from persons 
counected with the regiment, making it much 
less, mm For. the present, white.there is a ” 
possibility of mistake, we. shall abstain from 
meutioning the particulars of cither estimate.

sistance, for the poer surviving suffcrers, As 
soon as they made the necessary arrangee 
ments, they repaired in person to the wreeks ; 
and from the cerdiat co-operation which they 


received from the inhabitauts of the town, of 


all ranks and deseriptions, they have, na 
doubt, heen enabled te afford the most 
timely and effectual relief. ‘The:brig has 
„gone to pieces, aud it was imagined that the 
Stip would share the same fate ia the coarsé 
of last night.”

COMBINATION OF JOURNEYMEN CALICO PRINTERS. 


At eur Quarter Sessions, which cemmenced 
on Wedneslay last, was heard an Appeal from 
a Couviction before the Magistrates of Bolton, 
on the Combination Act, uutder which the 
Appellants, Thomas Ridings, Jebn Fletcher, 
Edward Collins, Daniel Halliwell, Wm. 
Hopkins, John [lorrox. James Sharples, 

ames Nmiìth, James Mlaves, and Major 
Halliweit, were sentenced to three month’s 
Em prisannent, but fram which they appealed 
to Ine Quarter Session. 

This case, than which few of mare vital im. 
Portance, we are persuaded, have ever come 
before a Court of Justice for decision, came 
On to be heard on Friday morning sogn after 
Line o'clock, and engrossed the closest atten. 
Uou of the Court for nearly six hours. The 
Counsel retained for the appellants were 
Messrs. Starkie. Law, aud Gilbe ; and for the 
Feepondeuts, Messrs. Cross, Williams, and 
Coliman, 

Ar. Cross opened the case ín a masterly and 
eloquent manner, properly taking occasion to 
Expatiate on the evils which necessarily arise 
by the introduction of such anuumalies in gov. 
erbments as self.incorporated bodies, who 
eet either in open defunce of the laws, or to 
Contrive means to evade them; and, uader 
Pretenee vf assvciating for the purposes 
Ostensibly bezevolent, meet to destroy order, 
aud sap the constitution. 

After his exordiuu, le proceeded to give a 
short history of the erigin of the combination 
of Journeymen eatico printers, of whom the 
ten appellants formed a small part delegated 
for the purpose of raising the wages and con. 
trolling the business of their employers. From 
the evidence af papers, and other written and 
printed doeuments, which he produced, and

Couvieted, be proved that a combination had 
been loug formed by the journeymen calica- 
printers. and that in 1814, after having tried 
the experiment of the whole of the journey. 
Men refusing to work in the employ of gome 
One or more tudividaal master calica. printers, 
tie whale body of journeymen calica-printers 
had, they termed it, Cgurned out,” thas is, 
sulsisted, witkout employmeat, for many 
maaths, during which timethey lived partly 
upou the funds which had been previously 
provided for warfare with their masters, and 
partly by the contributions of ether associated 
Jurneymen of other trades, who, with an ap- 
Parent fellow fveling, supported tbem in their 
Valanful combination to ruin the trade of 
those persons who were able te give them wages 
too high for their wants, and which tempted 
them to unlawful acte, The “turn out” 
‘of 1814 was defeated by the unanimity and 
frniness of their emiployers. The men come 
Again to work and ailsvemed peace. In De. 
Cember last, fortunately fer theends of justice, 
and fortunately for the welfare of the com. 
Biercial interes ef this country, and most 
happily for that class of society of wich the 
&ppeltants forma part, an accident exbibited 
to the dolice of Boltoncte. Moors, (he proofs 
of the existence of a cuntinwed, and deeply 
Fanified combination on the part of the 
Mischievous leaders of what we hope arc a 
well. aren ning and loyal body of men. Two 
Pranted papers which the accident alluded ta 
had thrown into the bands of the Police, fully 
Proved che existent orgrnizetion of a vast 
machine, which extended from ane end of the 
United Kingdom to the other, and diverged 
Its baleful system into every, the most distant 
Corner of the Empire. These documents fur. 
nished a clue to the complete discovery of the 
Measures dn petto! forthey appointed a Ge. 
neral Meeumg of the Delegates, from the sub 
ov district Committees, to assemble with 
legislative power, furnished with instructions 
from their constitucnts in the respective dis- 
tricts and farge print-grounds, on the Árst day 
of tie present year, at the sigu of the Man 
and Scythe, in Bolton, 
Possessed of this important Information, 
the Magistrates, resident in Bolton and its 
neighbourhood, granted warrants for the ap. 
prehending of the Members of the High Court 
of Parliuneat, assembled at the house men. 
tioned in the gorits sent to the borough.like 
comnittees. __ About twelve o'clock, (he 
Boroughreeve and Coustables of Bolton, ate 
tended by a praper number vf Special Consta. 
bles, went tu the Man and Scythe, and, going 
Up stairs, found the appellants ten in number, 
assembled. They were immediately properly 
secured; and, by their books and papers bo. 
fore thein, and from the pepers found on the 
pergoug of seven of them, the whole nature of 
“the unlawful associatiun, which was perfectly 
understood before, was made obvioasly ma. 
nifest and plain. It appeared from these 
written documents, that the Combination of 
Journey men catico-printers had ramited its in. 
terests, with shoe makers, brush makers, 
cutters, Bax dressers, bouk binders, weavers, 
&c. &c, aud (hat the combiued of these trades 


throughout the kingdoms of England, Scot. 
land, and Ireland, were united ia one commou 
cause, and mutually leut assistance to cach 
other, in order, (as they chose to call their 
unlawful and ruiuuus attack on tbe commerce 
And prosperity of this country), to resist op- 
pression. Of this fact, and of the fact ef the 
combination of the journey men calico. printers, 
to fx (he price of their own labour, and to 
prevent similar labour from being performed 
by men who were too honest to join them in 
their nefarious practices, the books and other 
doeuments seized, furnished suticient evidence. 
They also furnished evidence of large sums 
which had bee raised py mandatory laws of 
previous delegated assdnblies, which had not 
only declared war against the employers of 
working calico-printers, but had laid taxes 
upon the subjects of their realm, to enable 
them to carry it vu. 

Iaving given the outline of the papers seized 
by the municipal aficers pof Bolton (which 
wereafterwards regularly prodaced ia evideuce, 
and their seigure authenticated} Mr. Cross 
preceeded ta examiue the rcasons which miskt 
possibly, nay, which were sure to be oflered 
in justification of the conduct of the Journey. 
men. Ît could not, he said, be truly urzed, 
that, impelled by necessity, they were forced 
to the meagure of resistance ta their employers, 
for it was easy to sec that they „were already 
paid toe much. ‘The marks of poverty and 
eppression, were a waut of the comforts of 
life, which a circumscribed income did not 
allow. ‘This was not the case in the present 
iustaace ;: fer this description of men had been 
so much considered by the government of this 
country, that whilst other persons were paying 
a property tax of oneetenth, amd in some cases 
of vne-cighth ef their income, they paid no. 
thing. And yet, said Mr. Cross, this for- 
bearance had ret ariginated, nor did it exist 
in the want of power te contribute to the 
exigencies of the States for it appeared from 
the evidence furnished by the papers befure 
the Court, that upwards of 11 pounds per maa 
had been paid in the course of about twelve 
mouths, for the perpose of oppreesing their cima 
ployers, whom they themselves bad chosen to 
call oppressurs, The Journeymen wha were 
really the oppressors by threwing obstactes in 
the way af their employers, and shackling their 
means of spreading and increasing the manu. 
factures and the commerce of this country, 
had employed so large a sum at elcrenn paus 
a mau, in the course of a single year, out of 
their earnings, in order to oppose the existing 
law of the taud. [ow much more meritorinus. 
ly wou!d that mesney hage been applied, how 
much mure justly too, would that appliestinn 
have been made, if it had been paid into the 
Goverumeat trcaxury, to &ssist in conservating 
instead of breaking (be law=zin aiding the 
means of epposing the euemies of the country, 
instead of empleyiug it on an unuaturel 
treason-like warfare, which if their dezign had 
not been happily frustrated, miizht in its cone 
sequences have torn out the very vitals ef 
national presperity. Such an evil approprìa- 
tion of their share of ther present {lourishiag 
state of this country, he hoped would shew 
Government how much it had erred in egenipt. 
ing a great body of mien, whose incames, with 
Very moderate exertions, amounted from. 
eizhty to one buudred puuuds per annum, from 
the operation of the Property Tax; the pay. 
ment of which might, nay in all probability, 
would have prevented the Commission of the 
act, for which (he appeilants had been seuteuce 
ed to ini prisoument. 

‘The Learued Gentleman then adverted to 
one of the objects which the journeymen 
Continualiy had in view: that of restricting 
their employers from inaking use of boys as 
apprentices ; as if these boys had uot as much 
right to procure the means of subsisteuce as 
themselves, Indeed, the boys as well as men, 
must have subsistence, and if thìs was denied 
them, the world must stop up their super. 
fuvus mout, by haaging or drowning them; 
in order by getting rid of them, te gratify the 
wishes of the self.created legistature, which 
makes las, not only for themselves, but for 
the boys which Pruvideuce sends inte the 
world, and for the masters who are risking 
their capitals, and encounteriung all the auxie- 
ty attendant vpon a speculative trade, in order 
that their jeurneyaien may be enabled to: ex- 
pend in mcasures of oppression, a sum which 
wight be most laudably and uscfully employed; 
in the service of the State. 2 

Adverting to (be mutual assistance of ditTe. 
rent trades to evable them respectively to 
raise the price of wages, Mr. Cross ver 
properly asked, what real service could such 
an advance bring to them 85 individuals? 
You combine with Hatters, by assisting them 
in order that they may have their wages rais. 
ed; in other words, that yeu may give a 
greater price for your hats. Assist Shoe. 
makers, that yon may pay a greater price fer 
your shoes 5 and so through the whole of the 
Many combinations which the trade of this 
Country exhibits. Yet this had been the 
foolish application of already too great earn 
ings, which it was for the happiness of the 
Journeymeu themscives to wioh were less, 





tat they might be taught the useful lesson of 
properly appreciating the comforts they enjoy, 
and the proper use of money. ‘Fhis fact. the 
papers fully proved; and ou this new league 
and covenant had the journeymen caliceeprine 


ters, in conjunction with the combination of - 


other trades, for a long time acted. An 
applicatien of money, than which nothing 
could be more improper, more likely to de. 
feat the end proposed ; vr could be, ultimately, 
more ruinous. 


One of the papers, he snid, mentioned an 


intentiou un the part of the combined jour. 
neymen of the trade, to apply to Parliament 
for an Act of Protection against the oppression 
of their masters; au application than which 
nothing could exhibit a greater degree of 
effrontery on the part ef tlie applicaats ; since 
they lived in the daily violativn of existing 
laws, framed for the protectian of the com. 
merce they wished to ruin. ‘Till such time 
as they had learned to pay due deference to 
the law of the Lund as it now stands, they had 
little pretensiou to the attention of the beegise 
Vature, which they tay they mean to petitivu 
for a new Axl of Parliament. 

In caneluding & most eloquent speech, the 
Learned Geuilemwan said, such was his view 
of the magnitude of the offence committed 
Such his view of (he consequences involved in 
it, he had only to regret, that, instead of an 
information on the Cambiuation Act, an ine 
dictment for a ceuspiracy had not beea pree 
sented ; and then after conviction, of which 
there was not even a phadow for doubt to 
haug en, instead of three months, an imprie 
Soument ef more than that number of yeers, 
with all the consequences vf such a conviction, 
would, he was sure, have been the just sen. 
teuce of any Court of Justice befere which 
they might have been tried. 

Barrett, the Deputy Constable of Boltóu, 
was then called inte the witnesses box, to 
prove the facts which had been alladed to by 
Mr. Cross, and to authentigate the pupers 
predueed in Court. 

Mr, Starkie, on behalf of the appellants, 
previously to the examination of (he witness, 
pleaded some objections to the regalafity of 
the couviction, and endvavoured to show that 
they were not proved to have combined, or 
that they met on the Ist day of Janusry, at 
Bolton, in order tu raise their wages, which 
is ene of the articles For which punishment is 
provided in the Combination Acts ând for 
this reason he contended that the contigtian 
vught to be quashed. 

Mr. Cross srid, he had na objection. that 
the conviction should be quashed, beavuse he 
was Geeidedly of vpinion, that, by another 
rout the award of justice wauld be more neare 
by approximated tu the guilt of the accus:d. 

Mr. Starkie proceeded with his objection, 
which he managed with great ingeunuity, by 
Commenting on the want of adherence to the 
letter of the law, un which the appellants 
were convictud. 

Mr. Luw followed on the same side, as did 
Mz. Gilbies both these Gentlemen exerted 
themselves most ingeniously to funda flaw in 


the conviction-suikcient to set it aside, but” 


in vain, the Court still rerrained of epinion, 
that the Act was rightly constructed, and 
the language used in the centiction, awarded 
by the Mazistrates of Bolton, was correct. 
"The exumination of Barret, the Deputy 
Constable of Bolton, was then proceedeit ov: ; 
and he proved, that the miceting was held in 
Bolton; that the ten men convictud were 
present ; and that the papers then laid before 
the Courtand read, were those he had seized: 
Ousthe conclusion of his evidence, Alr. 
Cross said, this was (he case of ghe respone 
dents, 
Mr. Starkie then entered upon the defence 
of the appellants, wiiuse Cause he advocatcd 
iu a most ingenious manner; and though he 
was tot able to convince, he did his duty 
to his clients, by saying every thing which 
ceuld be said in the face of positive evidence, 
which bore with most overwhelming foree 
upon the ease of his clients, We haru alrea. 
dy oecupied so large a space of this paper 
with the account of this trial, that we have 
net room to do Justice to Mr. Starkie's 
defence, of so vutuerable, so unteuable a 
fartress as that committed to him. Hf he gain. 
ed net bis cause, he must have auded to his 
bk His was decidedly the fortorn 
Hope; he must have taken the feld with a 
Couvictivn on his mind, that vothing but an 
uafvrescen accident could give hiur the victoe 
ry; but whatever was his optriva of the 
merits of the case, he evidently aud henourde 


bly did his duty, 


The Chairmau then saids that although the 


Magistrates were vnanimous in their opinion 
of the legality of the cwnvictton, and the 
propriety of confirming il, yet, in considerae 
tion vf the case they had just heard argued, 
being of such vast consequence to the country 
at large, they should withdraw, for a few 
minutes. * BE en 

The Bench accordingly withdrew for a 
short time, and on returuing, the appellants 
being placed at the bar, the Chairman (the 
Rev. Mr. Heys) Confirined the Conviction. 


He had never had occasion te give a decie 
sion from the Chair, more important than 


the present; inasmuch as the crime, of 
which the prisvoners had beeu couvicted 
before the Magistrates at Bolton, and 


which the Court now sitting unanimously Cune 
Armed, was a treason most widely spread 
through so many des ciptioas of persons cour 
hiued, in express violation of the law of the 
land, to efect the ruin of the prosperity of the 
country, by impeding the busiuess- of that 
meritorious and valuable part of the come 
munity, which had eubarked aud hazarded a 
vast capital; and eventurlly to entail misery 
and distress upon themselves, the workmen, 
and their vueforbanate families. Of the existence 


‘ef such a wide spread and ruinous combinae 


tion, ke had. long been aware, from thè cule 
lateral evidence of mauy persons, and from 
circumstances which had comz to his knowe 
ledge, both ia his private auch magisteriaf 
Capacity. The proofs which had been that 
dey exbibired, had only confirmed his knowe 
ledge that so extended a tresson existed; and 
he rejoiced that the Police of Bolton had 
so fortunately discovered the means to secure 
those proofs, and had so happily for the 
safety and happiness, aud welfare ef tig 
kingdum at large, and even for the good ef 
the prisaners themselves been Successful iu 
scizing the papers which had been cead, and ia 
securing the agents of a dark and ruinous 
system, which had it not been properly check. 
ed, threatened consequences to the prosperity 
ef every rank of socicty in this country=and 
to none more than to the description of pers 
Suns of which the prisoners themselves were 
composed, Alluding to the connection hee 
tween jJourneymen of various “trades, wluch 
had beea seen by the documents which had 
been proved and read in Court, he said he bea 
hiered he had mentioned the Fact before ia that 
Place, bat if he had, he thought ita fact sa 
important, rat he was wot afraid of bein 
reproachca with the repetitien, Ata Poutree 
fact Sessions, a number of cutters, resident 
at Shetheld, appealed agriust a couviction 
uader (he Combination Act. … The appellants 
were in Court, bat hour after bour passed, 
aud ao Couusel urov.d the case.

The 
conviction was however conbermed, but tha 
assislaace akorded, proved the existence of the 
ramifed system of general combinatiun to 
oppose the laws and the prosperity of thu 
couutry, as much as the proufs which had tha 
day been produced; for in Manchester there 
were no cutlers to support the alleged iime 
aginary oppression of the cutters of Sheffield. 
Being fully aware of tis fact, he was, he said, 
nothing surprised at the discovery now maue, 
from whigh he hoped moet benecäcial cunsee 
quences woald result to the public. ‘The 
proccedings of the combination of working 
persons had been most harassing te their ene 
ployers, and most banefal to the prosperity, 
and happiness, aad morality ef the country; 
for they had vielated every principle of moral 
houesty and true policy, and had set the laws 
of (heir country at defianco. MMarpily a proe 
visian had heen made for the distribution ué. 
Justice, which removed the decision on the 
meaning of any act, aud the eXamination of 
any asleged fact, trom the persoAs who werg 
more imm diately mterested, into the hands 
of impartial persous whe could have no ita 
terest in perverting the law as it wisely Stainds, 
or in distorting an’ act comuritted, © Calsily 
and irapartiatly the Court had listehed to the 
evidence aflered, aud te the ingenious are 
guments of the Learned Course! who had dee 
feuded the prisoners, but (here had not been 
any (hing urged to mag ke the Court hesitate a 
momentin confirming the conciction, which 
it dit most couscieutivusly, es 

The Learved Chairman then etid, that cu 
an occasion of so much mument, in a Cass 
which involved in itself consequences of such 
magnitude tu the general interests, and indie 
vidual happiness of the population ef this 
ceuntry, he should deem hunseif wanting ia 
his duty, if he did not trausmit the docus 
mental proofs of the existence of <a most 
treasonable conspiracy, tu Governmeat, in 
order that his Majesty's Attorney General 
might decide, whether it would uot be highly 
proper for the conservation of society, and 
thw happiness of this country, that a proceed. 
ing fur a conspiracy (vouwithstanding the 
Prisoners now stood couvicted of, and were 
about to uadergo puunishmeut for Combinae 
tion) might not be a galutary” measure. He 
Said he thought the prievners ought to be 
made acqusinted ws hes intention, for they 
BL remained obu, sto the further rigour 
of Justice, for measures SO rejignant to the 
laws of the tand, and so criitrally ruinvas 
in the consequences, which persisting in such 
eunduct must inevitahly producv—ignches.
